By Judge In L. A. 
Contract Suit 


(By Universal Service) 

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 12.—-Declaring 
that the Ann LuthersJack White em- 
broglio is one of the most outraga- 
ous violations.of decency that ever 
came into his court, Superior Judge 
Valentine this afternoon announce’ 
from the bench that he will call the 
attention of the federal government 
to alleged violations of the Mann act 
perpetrated by the two principals in 
Miss Luther's $100,000 suit for breach 
of contract against the miliionaire 
mining man. 

Judge Valentine denounced 
Miss Luther and White 
terms, declaring in reference to tes- 
timony as to ibeir relations on the 
train from Chicago to Los Angeles: 

“It is one of the most dissolute, 
disgraceful, ‘most difficult to find 
terms to describe violations ‘of de- 
cency that ever came into my court. 

“Both Ann Luther and White can- 
not be censored too severely for their 
indecent, flagrant fmmorality.” 


Judge Valentine’s ‘declaration. came 
during the interval when Attorney 
Paul Schenck, for White was deliver- 
ing his argumert for a non-suit Tul- 
ing from the court. - i

Good and Evil Genius 

By the ancients genius was inter- 
preted as a spirit of good or evil 
which presided human beings 
and ruled their destiny. Thus we 
have geniuses good and evil; but I 
am concerned now only with the lat- 
ter. To the geniuses of evil we are 
indebted for the many clever frauds 
of today. It also the skill 
played by such wrongdoers that has 
given currency to the oft-repeated 
jplatitude that had they put. their 
cleverness to honest purposes they 
would have made a creditable Name 
for themselves. Now there 
good reasons why this is not, 
cunnot be, true.

One is that tha mere possession of 
skill and superlative cleverness, com- 
bined, it may be, with a few hum- 
drum ‘virtues, is not necessarily a 
passport to an honest livelihood, even 
when the desire for such is present. 
In brief, a man may not be able to 
obtain honest employment. In or- 
der to live honestly two things are 
requisite: qualifications and oppor- 
tunity. The former are of little 
avail in the absence of the latter. I 
could cite innumerable cases to prove 
my contention. 

A Mental Trait 

The other reason is that the very 
kink which impels some men _ to 
adopt a life of crime is just the 
mental characteristic or trait which 
would prevent them from following 
an honest career. From these two 
main sources we get our geniuses of 
fraud. 

There is also another detail which 
we should do well to bear in mind, 
and that is that all legitimate meth- 
ods of money-making are not al- 
ways characterized by strict "honesty; 
indeed, they sometimes partake of 
that nature and degree of cozening 
which occassionally gets people into 
the dock. There is a vast difference 
between success and failure. Prima 
facie there is no moral difference be- 
tween the card sharper of the race 
train who hoodwinks the cockney 
“punter” and the well-placed finan- 
cier who fattens on the credulous 
gambler in sHares. But there is a 
whole virtuous lifetime of difference 


between them in a wordly sense. if |

Lose Prestige 


WASHINGTON, August 12.—Tat- 
tooing, a relic of the old navy, is 
rapidly disappearing from the new. 
No longer does the Jack Tar enter- 


ing the naval service of the United | 


States allow an expert along the 
wharves in the seaport town to de- 
corate his skin with dragons, rep- 
tiles, animals, birds, emblems, flags, 
mermaids, ships, Geisha giris and 
religious tokens. 

This is revealed in a servicé bulle- 
tin which says: ; 

“With the advent of the new navy 
man, the old custom:ef skin decora- 


tion is rapidly being relegated to the, 


limbo of ,sailing véssels &hd other 
things of the old navy. 
“Once it was the unvarying cus- 


tom of sailors to acquire a _ tattoo 


mark for every. principal seaport 
visited on cruises. To get a good 
tattoo cost about $5. 

“Tattooing had its origin in the 
habits of cave men who wished to 
attract the female of the species. 


It is still practiced seriously by the. 


uncivilized tribes of the South Sea 
Islands and by some of the most il- 
literate persons of. other lands. 
But nearly gone ‘is this barbaric 
custom from the navy. Instead, of 
inhabiting the dives where tattooing 
is performed, our men canbe. seen 
ashore armed with eameras_ ,taking
